Parliament On Campus 

in many ways model parliament elections at the university 
level are reflective- of certain political trends in the country as 
a whole, for the policies of the college parties (despite their 
protestations to the contrary) adhere fairly closely to that of 
their parent bodies In Ottawa. Hence the elections at McGIII 
seem to Indicate a marked confidence In the Liberals; even 
though they have always been the strongest political group 
here, a majority vote Is most Infrequent. The New Democrats 
also have seized the imagination of a significant number (30%)]. 
of students, exceeding that traditionally committed liift-wing, 
baii-the-bomb radical minority. In- contrast the Conservatives 
suffered a distinct setback, to a .mere 14% of the vote, doubt- 
less manifesting extreme dissatisfaction with the ever length- 
ening list of P.C. defaults In the economic and social spheres 
nationally, and the political and military spheres internatlo- 
. nally. - , . • ; 

Perhaps this year's session, may not parallel the uncertain-, 
ly of the post years, but It will . be à working pàrlïaménf, a 
parliament composed of "M.P.'s" closely attuned to student 
needs and achlevments, and to the broader goals, of this coun- 
try. The Liberals especially have the opportunity to speak out 
on issues of national'. concern and to , present some of their 
answers .to the many problems besetting Canada in the time 
of its aijonlzing reappr^alsol.- Their response may well indicate 
the road this country will travel In a very few mboths. . . 



Corrects Report 
On Africa Week 

Dear Sir, 

I admired the efficiency of the 
Daili/'s editorial team when In 
the morning of January 30, the 
events of tlie Africa-Week which 
had gone on until fairly late 
the night before- formed the 
head-lines I One cannot fail to 
appreciate the amount of hard 
work which made this possible. 
However, while maintaining the 
same spirit, -I would like to 
point out one fireat error of fact 
in your coverage of Professor 
Cohen's lecture. 

You quote him In your issue 
ot January 30 . as saying that 
"Since migration is only confin- 
ed mostly to. .males, it tempers 
marriage alliances. -The men 
tend to form temporary liaisons; 
the women, stranded, turn to 
prostitution. 

I am particularly concerned 
about' this part of your report 
dealing with prostitution and 
the picture it is bound to paint 
to any Interested and question- 
ing reader 1 This picture can be 
outlined as follows : Stage one, 
men move into the towns and 
cities; Stage two, in the towns 
and cities these men enter into 
temporary marital alliances with 
other women; Stage three, the . 
women -in the rural areas whose 
husbands havé moved into the 
towns and cities become prosti- 
tutes I This, of coiirse, is grossly 
fantastic and absurd. The sim- 
plest . familiarity with the , pro- 
blem of prostitution -will; reveal 
that the problem ' Is essentially 
an.urban one and a rarity in the 
fniral'areas of any country in the 
'world, - Africa being no excep- ■ 
lion. 

While one cannot deny the 
existence of this evil in our 
, towns and cities, it would be 
impossible to defend any sug- 
gestion that it was practiced in 
the rural areas in any propor- 
tions that merited comment. 
This can be easily verified when 
It is considered that by and lar- 
ge, the rural areas in many parts 
of Africa have been seriously 
drained of men, and so, even if 
the women there were urged 
towards prostitution, they would 
find themselves short of men 1 

Incidentally, I believe . that 
what Professor Cohen , said was 
that men who had to move Into 
the towns and cities and away 
from their wives often have their 
needs satisfied by enterlng'^ilnto 
temporary marital (alliances or 
by visiting prostitutes.' It Is NOT 
their wives back at home who' 
become prostitutes I

'From The Far Right 

Dear Sir: 

I am somewhat disturbed by 
recent policy statements issued 
by the New Democratic Party 
(N.D.P.) of McGill University if 
not the New Democratic Party 
of Canada. A sheet distributed 
recently ih. various buildings of 
the University and written by a 
member of the McGill New De- 
mocratic Club "interprets" the 
New Democratic Party economic 
platform (although states that 
some of the author's interpre- 
tations were not "explicitly" In 
the official N.D.P. program) as 
calling for "public dhrcctlon of 
those areas' which affect the 
public good" since "private 
direc^tion -of -many - such i areas 
has . resulted In the public jwel- 
fare being sacrificed to the needs 
of private profit" Among! the 
areas requfaing public direction, 
the paper calls for: 

1) "Proper allocation between 
public and private needs." 
, 2) "Establishment of an In- 
, vestment,^board to act .as over- 
' seer -'of {^private investment and. 
to recommend areas in which 
public capital should be In- 
vested with a right of veto over 
what it regards as undesbable 
use of public capital.". . - 
3) "Public ownership of chart- 
ered banks and insurance and 
triist companies." . .

4 "Public ownership of phar- 
maceutical manufacturing com- 
panies." ... in short, an increased 
governmental organization with 
wide controls over almost every 
sector of Canadian activity, 
even to the shocking extent of 
control over the use of private 
capital. 

Surely, such policies whether 
actual or interpretive can only 
rally to their support, for tho 
most part, individuals detached 
from participation in the actual 
workings of a free society, and 
thus lacking an understanding of 
the dynamics, of its functioning. . 
Unfortunately, ivory tower iso- 
lation In a university of a free 
society can often, perhaps, pro- 
•vide such a place, where men- 
tally ..derived solutions appear 
rosier than they would, under 
the pressures of reality, in actual 
practise. 

Whether this individual and 
the N.D.P. realize it or not, the 
maintenance of FREEDOM in a 
society is based on the guarantee 
of the freest possible private 
group or individual activity with 
the least possible government 
interference. It would be a crip- 

.piing blow to individual freedom 
and the basic fabric of free 
business enterprise, so essential 
to :our system, if the incentives 
of ' indlyidual achelvement . and 
profit , were suppressed , by v a 
heavy handed' government either 
controlling, planning, directing, 

. or guiding the affairs and acti- 
vities of its citizens. Rather than 
Increase the present government 
situation, it should be reduced. 
It shoiild move out, as much as 
possible, of the spheres of busi- 
ness, research, and production 
and concentrate only its useful 
function of regulating the rights 
of private enterprise whether 
business or otherwise. Only in 
this way, by reducing the size 
of government, can we hope, 
under FREEDOM, to lower taxes 
thus stimulating Incentive and 
productivity in private enterpri- 
ses and offer a better alternative 
to those rigid state controlled 
societies which are a menace to 
the free ones.

The topics for the debate in the 
model General Assembly are the 
colonial question in Rhodesia and 
the proposed establishment of a 
nuclear free zone in Africa and in 
South America. The Security Coun- 
cil will debate the possibility of 
the United Nation's having per- 
manent 'armed forces. 

In the Social and Economic 
Council the question whether - or 
not information concerning birth- 
control should be propagated with 
the aid of this agency is to be 
discussed.

Answering an ad claiming "fast 
reliable typing service . . . Worlc 
done by professional free-lance 
writer," Blggart called a man 
named Bill Bernard' and was told 
the assignment could be handled 
for about $20. Bernard returned 
a week later with the essay and 
a bill for $46.10, which he later 
reduced to $40. . 

The essay was reviewed 'by three 
professors who had not known it 
was ghost-written. They termed it 
"smart-alecky and shallow", ■ and 
"complete nonsense". 

One suspicious professor stated 
that much of tlie essay was cribbed 
and when tho writer departed 
from the crib source, the writing 
deteriorated. He summed up by 
calling the whole essay "pretty 
fishy".
